Tampa, Fla., October 14.—Recurving 
along a parabolic path, the West In- 
dian hurricane late tonight was headed 
\ north to northeast along the Florida 
coast, with probabilities that it will 
leave the Atlantic coast somewhere in 
the vicinity of Jacksonville or Savan- 
nah. The disturbance has made a 
most remarkable curvature, and, fol- 
lowing twelve hours of intensity along 
the western coast,of Cuba, swung still 
further westward before sweeping 
back to the northeast, and over the 
southern portion of the Florida Keys. 

Indications late tonight are that the 
storm has been increasing in intensity, 
wireless reports from vessels. in its 
path reporting a velocity, at times, of 
seventy miles an hour. Late reports 
by wireless from Key West are that 
there has been no abatement in the 
wind velocity, and that all shipping is 
made snug. The P. & O. steamer Oli- 
vette was docked at 9:30, after stand- 
img by outside the bar for several 
hours in a terrific rainstorm.

+ Wew Orleans, La., October 14.—Gen- 
}€ral opposition throughout the south 
manifested itself today when announce- 
ment was made in New York of- the 
pian to organize a foreign company to 
Suarantee cotton bills of lading. 

Although the proposed charge fo 
Zuaranteeing is only 6 or 7 cents a 
bale, southern cotton men contend that 
in ithe aggregate such a scheme would 
place a heavy burden on the planter, 
Droker, and merchant, and that the 
reputable firms of the south should 
not be made to suffer for the allegea 
frauds of concerns which have been 
pretending for several years to sell 
Vast quantities of a siapie commodity 
at bargain counter prices. 

Such a plan “is an insult to the rep- 
utable cotton firms of the south,’ is 
the gist of a resofution passed today 
by the Memphis cotton exchanges, 
while prominent Atlanta business men 
are quoted as declaring that whatever 
is done “it will come out of the farm- 
ers pocket,’’ 

“An Unjust Tax,” Houston Declares. 

Resolutions passed by the Houstou 
cotton exchange declare it “an un- 
just tax,’ and similar resolutions have 
been passed by the cotton exchange at 
Dallas, While the resolutions of the 
New Orleans exchange assert that “the 
proposed guarantee proposition would 
Single cotton out from all other prod- 
ucts and make it the peculiar object of 
discrimination and burdensome condi- 
tions.’’ 

The resolutions of the southern ex- 
changes were telegraphed to William 
A. Nash, who is presiding at the con- 
ference of representatives of Ameri- 
can banks and foreign banks and for- 
eign buyers in New York. 

Although many private suggestions 
haive been made as to the advisability 
of southern cotton men holding a con- 
ference,“the resolutions of the various 
southern exchanges today did not crys- 
tallize in the form of a call for a 
general convention to discuss the mat- 
ter.

CLAIMANTS, 
N LAW'S. MESHES 
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which cut a conspicuous figure in the 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy. 
Indictments Handed Down in Tacoma. 

The indictments were handed down 
in the United States district court, sit- 
ting at Tacoma, Wash., and thé tnfor- 
mation that they had been returned 
was conveyed in two telegrams re- 
ceived by Commisioner Dennet today 
from Special Agent Christensen, in 
charge of Alaskan matters, to whose 
efforts the findings are especially due. 
The first message contained the an- 
nouncement of the action aginst the 
English group, and stated that indict- 
ments had been returned againat C. F. 
Munday, A. H. Stracey, Archie W. 
Shields and E. E. Siegley. 

The secomd telegram told of the in- 
dictments of Cornelius Christopher, 
George Simmonds and Mortimer C., 
Sweeney, of the second group. 

The first group of defendants takes 
its name from the fact that a number 
of people in western Canada are sUp- 
posed to be interested in the claims 
taken up by this party. Stracey, one 
of the men indicted, is a resident of 
Vancouver, and is charged with being 
instrumental in making some of the 
locations. Munday is a prominent at- 
torney.in Seattle. 

Entries Made in Name of “Dammies.” 

The charge against the indicted men 
is that the entries were made in the 
name of “dummies.” Most of the en- 
trymen were residents of Washington 
and their claims are said to have been 
located with an agreement that the 
claims should be assigned or deeded to 
third parties as soon as parties willing 
to become interested could be found 
by the locater. There is said to have 
been a further understanding that the 
locater should receive a large percent- 
age of the sale price. 

The charge differs from the charge 
made in the Cunningham claims, ig 
which there was no allegation that the 
entrymen took the claims for persons 
other than themselves, but rather that 
they had a previous agreement to work 
or dispose of their claims as a unit. It 
is said that very few claimants in the 
new cases ever saw the land on which 
their names were used for locations. 

Both groups of claims figured to a 
considerable extent in connection with 
the Ballinger-Pinchot inquiry. Charges 
of fraud in connection with the entries 
were made two years ago, and it was 
asserted that investigation had been 
stayed by the land office, supposedly 
for some sinister purpose.

TWO FAILURES 


IN WALL STREET 


Liabilities of Firms Ag- 
gregate $2,000,000. 


New York, October 14.—Two New 

York brokerage houses failed today 
with liabilities aggregating nearly 
2,000,000. One is the stock exchange 
ef Charles Minzesheimer & Company, 
the other the firm of Thomas G. Gay- 
lord, who was engaged in business un- 
der the name of Latham, Alexander & 
Company, cotton and stock brokers. 
in each case assignments for the ben- 
efit of creditors was made. Bain- 
pridge Colby, attorneys for the firm, was 
named as assignee by the Minzesheim- 
er company. 

With the announcement of the as- 
signment, creditors of Minzesheimer & 
Company filed a petition in involun- 
tary bankruptcy against the concern 
and Edward G. Benedict was named 
as receiver. The _ petition in bank- 
ruptcy alleges that the liabilities ex- 
ceed $1,000,000 and consist chiefly of 
loans from banks and trust companies. 
The collateral securing these obliga- 
tions is estimated to be worth 20 per 
cent more than the claims. 

In a statement issued tonight, Mr. 
Colby, speaking for a member of the 
firm, estimated the liabilities at $1,- 
=50.000, with assets of $1,250,000. He 
said, however, that the embarrassment 
would be only temporary and predict- 
ed an early settlement with all credit- 
ors on a satisfactory basis. He denied 
a report that the firm was heavily in- 
terested in the “short” side of the mar- 
ket. , 

The Gaylord failure was not regard- 
ed in financial! Circles as of particular 
significance, as the business was only 
moderately large and had no exchange 
connections.

BROWN ON STAND 
FOR RAILROADS 


Declares Higher Rates 


Are Necessary. 


Washington, October 14.—President 
W. Cc. Brown, of the New York Central 
lines, was on the witness stand 
throughout the day in the investiga- 
tion being conducted into the proposed 
advance in freight rates in the eastern 
trunk line territory. At the conclusion 
of Mr. Brown’s testimony before ad- 
journment this evening, the case of 
the railroads practically was complet- 
ed, although J. C. Stewart, vice pres- 
ident in charge of the operations of the 
Erie road, yet is to be heard. 

Under the law, it is incumbent upon 
the railroads to make a prima facia 
case of the reasonableness .of any 
proposed general advances in rates 
considered by the commission.

Roosevelt Had But One Theme. 

Colonel Roosevelt had only one 
theme for his speeches. It was what 
he termed the alliance between Wall 
Street and Tammany hall, which, he 
said, was the most complete alliance 
between corrupt business and corrupt 
political bosses which the state had 
seen since the days of Tweed. If the 
democrats should win the election, he 
Said, Tamany hall and Wall strect 
would dominate the state to the detri- 
ment of the people.

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LARGE CITIES OF THE EAST REQUIRE 
MILK TO BE 50-DEGREE TEMPERATURE 


All of the big cities of the eastern 
and central states require that milk be 
kept at a temperature of 50 degrees 
from the time it leaves the cow until 
it is delivered to the consumer. 

That is what the special committee 
of the board of health, consisting of 
the president, Dr. W. L. Gilbert, Lee 
Hagan, Chief Jentzen, and Alderman 
Pittman, found after making a trip to 
these places. 

They found, also, that milk sells in 
these cities for from 8 to 10 cents per 


quart. This is somewhat cheaper than 
it is selling in Atlanta, and the pro- 
posed 50-degree requirement has not 
gone into effect. 

Washington does not have any re- 
quirement except those in the pure food 
law. 

It is not known what action the 
board of health wil] take at its meet- 
ing today on this question. A report, 
however, .will be made by the commit- 
tee as to its investigations into the

Among the speakers w Qin 
were M. Jaures and other socialists 
who adjured the men to fight to the 
bitter end, declaring that the revolu- 
tion in Portugal and the unrest 
Spain had brought about the psycheol- 
ogical moment for the French prale- 
tariat to strike an effective blow.

The speedy south, the snappy south—but 
not the sunny south. Sunlight may still be found there, no deubt. but sunni- 
ness is not the atmosphere of reeking busy Birmingham. The sun nowadays 
shares honors in: the southern states with other factors, among them keen 
enterprise, a spirit.of hard work, and views centered on its past no longer, but 
on its bright future. 


The phenomenal rate of growth recorded by southern cities is 
merely an index.of growth in the rural districts, such as will be 
demonstrated by the census statistics shortly to be given out. 

in the last decade the south has gone forwafd at so marvelous 
a gait as to surprise its own people. We have been so busily occu- 
pied in the duties of development that we literally did not. know 
the extent to which we were building. The testimony of the census 
is a pleasant awakening in that instance. 

But the greatest significance, by far, is the bearing of this ex- 
pansion upon the future. The three decades subsequent to the war 
may be said to have led up to the wonderful unfoldment of the 
decade from 1900. to I9I0. 

And the decade of 1910, with its story of achievement, un- 
touched by the faintest note of glaring or forced development, has 
laid the foundation for the advancement to follow from 1910 to 1920.

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CARTER’S RINGING SPEECH 
FOR COURTLAND S. WINN 


The following is the ringing speech | 
made last night at the Orpheum by 
Hon. E. V. Carter: 

Atlanta never fails to measure up 
to an emergency, and when she has a 


task to perform, no matter how 
strenuous the call, she buckles on heré 
armor and responds to the hignest re- 
quirements of patriotic service. 

Two years ago, in the most memor- 
able campaign for’ mayor the city ever 


witnessed, toes ewe the eye of 
the country was cused upon her; 
that her prestige, her reputation, her; 
civic character was at stake, she peone 
in her might and put the world on} 
notice that the man she would have 
fer mayor should be a man whose ca- 
pacity, character and personal fitness 


a man who had repeatedly by his 
personal misconduct while mayor dem- 
onstrated his unworthiness for the 
high position and his unuswal capacity 
to bring discredit and.shame and hu- 
miliation upon the city which had so 
greatly and so frequently honored him. 

A few months ago another memor- 
able campaign was on in this city. 

Atlanta Was Making Up Her Mind. 

Atianta was making up her mind to 
have water power and water supply so 
abundant and so substantia] that every 
citizen and every industry in her midst 
should be supplied. 

Atlanta was making up her mind to 
have an ample and modern system of 
sickness-preventing, disease-destroy- 
ing sanitation. 

Atlanta was making up her mind na 
longer to permit tne housing of her 
boys and girls (who were to become 
the manhood and womanhood to di- 
rect the future affairs of this city) in 
over-crowded, ancient and unwhole- 
some school buildings that were lack- 
ing in comfort, wanting in equipment 
and in great measure devoid of proper 
light and ventilation. 

Atlanta was making up her mind 
that these things were necessary to 
the preservation of that which she had 
attained, and to the further attainment 
of the safest and strongest develop- 
ment of her future welfare. 

Recognizing that the foundation es- 
sentials for the health, the comfort, 
the progress and continued develop- 
ment of the city and the proper edu- 
eation of her children could not be 
provided from the ordinary revenues of 
the city, and that the time had come 
for swift-growing Atlanta to cast off 
swaddiing clothes and put on man’s 
trousers, and that these things could 
be accomplished only by a gbdod stiff 
bond issue, Atlanta’s patriotic citizery, 
stirred by that UNIQUE ATLANTA 
SPIRIT, which has co often caused her 
sister cities to sit up and take no- 
tice, entered upon that strenuous cru- 
sade for bonds, the culmination of 
which was such a tremendous success. 

There were times when the way was 
dark. The people were not informed 
as to the vital interest for a bond is- 
sue, and a systematic campaign of in- 
formation and education was waged 
to acquaint the masses with the tre- 
mendous disadvantages under which 
the city was laboring for lack of wa- 
ter supply, sewerage and sanitation 
and schoo} facilities. 

_ Where Was Winn's Opponent? 

Where was the opponent of Court- 
land 8. Winn when this bond issue was 
holding the center of the stage in At- 
lanta? “Where was Roderick then? 
When one blast upon his bugle horn 
were worth a thousand men?’ Did he, 
like Courtland S. Winn and thousands 
of other patriotic citizens, put his 
shoulder to the whee] and do his part 
fot Greater Atlanta in that all-im- 
portant work? No, a thousand times 
no! Many gentlemen within the sound 
of my voice know his pronounced op- 
position to that bond issue upon which 
Atlanta cast such a@ nearly unanimous 
verdict that out of a vote of 8,541, only 
66 were against bonds. After his 


have cast a vote for some of the bonds, 
but I hold in my hands a letter from a 
gentieman in this. city, a former 
staunch supporter of Mr. Woodward 


giving a conversation had between him 
and Mr. Woodward while the bond con- 
test was being waged and shortly be- 
fore the vote was taken, and this is 
the language: ; 

“Won't you let me get a place—the 
Auditorium—and cal] a big meeting, 
advertising to the public that you will 
address your friends and the public 
generally as to why the bonds should 
pass? We can get a meeting just like 
the one that we had at the old Stag 
theater, and if you will tell our friends 
that you are in favor of the vonds, we 
can carry them without any trouble.”

feat the practically unanimous 


will of the people, and to impede the 
future growth of Atlanta and the pro- 
visions for her health and her public 
schools, has since Courtland S. Winn 
entered the race for mayor been pos- 
ing and proclaiming himself as the one 
who should be placed in charge of the 
bonds whose issue he opposed as the 
one pre-eminently qualified to admin- 
ister this tremendous asset for the fu. 
ture welfare and prosperity of Atlanta, 
which asset he would have robbed her 
people of if it had been in his Ppgwer 
to thwart the will of the people. 

Why should he of all men be now 
concerned about the bonds? 

Had his opposition been fruitful, 
where would be yourchance to provide 
the outlying districts of this city with 
wholesome water supplies; where 
would be your chance at adequate 
sewerage and sanitation; where would 
be your chance for the new and mod- 
ern school houses now being planned 
and soon to be in process of erection 
in various sections of this city? 

Will the people of this city put an 
avowed opponent of bends at the helm 
for the two years in which that bond 
money is to be expended, or will they 
place in the mayor’s cuair that able 
and splendid gentleman who, without 
stint, gave his time, his energy and his 
talent to obtain these bonds? 

Another reason why Mr. Woodward 
should not be elected mayor of this 
city is that, in my opinion. no public 
man in this community has said and 
done more to array class against class 
than has Mr. Woodward. 

If Atlanta is to continue to grow 
along strong and prosperous lines, she 
wants no division among her people, 
but harmony and unity and mutual 
service and helpfulness must exist 
among ail classes. They must stand 
together and work together as one man 
for the common good. Between labor 
and capital there must be the ciosest | 
comradeship, and hand .n hand they 
must go to accomplish any great work 
in any community. An sffort to array 
labor against capital, or put class 
against class should meet the strongest 
disapprobation of every man in the 
community. 


Labor and Capital Linked. 


Labor and ec:pital are linked to- 
gether by all the laws of business and 
commerce Mutually dependent, they 
must rise Or fall together, and that 
man who tries to divorce one from the 
other, to create any antagonism ve- 
tween them, is an enemy to his city 
and State, and merits the condemnation 
of every patriotic citizen of every class 
in our midst. If -ou would know who 
is the apostle of discord along. this 
line, the past grand master in the mat- 
ter of inciting one class against an- 
other, recall the past campaigns of Mr. 
Woodward, attend the meetings he is 
holding and hear the harangues he is 
making in the present campaign, and 
when you learn the tirades of vilifica- 
tion and slander indulged in against 
representative citizens who stand for 
the best interests of Atlanta, let that 
knowledge stir you to renewed effort 
to defeat such political methods and 
such men. 

There is one feature of this cam- 
paign that much aS we may regret to 
touch upon it, seems necessary t- i- 
tion. This is done in ail kindness and 
without bitterness. When a man as- 
pires to be the mayor of a great city, 
he should possess not only the -ieces-

“Whereas, Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward attended the League of American 
Municipalities recently held in Toledo, 
in his official] capacity and at the ex- 
pense of the city of Atlanta, for the 
purpose of inviting that convention to 
hold it next session in Atlanta; and 

“Whereas, The committee appointed 
by the city council to attend the ses- 
sion of the league, has returned and 
made its report to the city council, and 
the mayor has also made a statement 
to the council; and 

“Whereas, It appears, from the press 
reports throughout the country and 
from other reliable sources, that the 
mayor, on the floor of the convention 
and during its deliberations, was in a 
state of, partial intoxication, and _ so 
conducted himself while in Toledo as to 
bring discredit upon Atlanta, and hu- 
milfation to her people: and 

“Whereas, By such conduct, in his 
official capacity. he has outraged the 
sentiment and spirit of our people: 

“Be it, therefore, Resolved, by the 
@eneral council of the cty of Atlanta, 
as follows: 

“1. That we deplore and condemn the 
spectacle made of himself by the mayor 
of Atlanta on August 24, on the floor 
of the convention of the League of 
American Municipalities, and his con- 
duct during his sojourn in Toledo. 

“2. That the condition and conduct 
of Mayor Woodward on the occasion 
mentioned are in nowise typical of At- 
lanta, but meet with the severest cen- 
Sure of this body and the strongest 
condemnation of our people. 

“3. That a copy of this resolution be 
sent to the mayor of Toledo. the of- 
ficers of the League of -.merican Mu- 
nicipalities and through tke Associated 
Press to the leading journals through- 
out the country, with the request that 
they give the same as prominent a 
Space in their columns as was given to 
their reports of the exhibitions made 
by the mayor of Atlanta.”’ 

Adopted by the following yea and nay 
votes: Yeas, 19; nays, 2. 

Mr. Woodward has protested rcpeat- 
edly in this campaign that tnere has 
been no criticism of his official con- 
duct, and that he stands on his iec- 
ord. This is part of his record. After 
such an experience and such a record, 
can Atlanta again place her welfare, 
her prestige and her repytation in the 
hands of the man who has so signally 
failed her each time that he has been 
elevated to the highest office within 
the gift of Atlanta?

Isn’t that a commentary on our city, 
that a man running for the highest of- 
fice in the gift of our people would 
feel called upon to make such a state- 
meni in his public announcement?

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POMEROY AT THE ORPHEUM 
MAKES SPEECH FOR WINN 


Colonel E. E. Pomeroy made a strong 
speech at the Orpheum last night for 
Mr. Winn, of which the following is a 
synopsis:

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WHAT COURTLANDS. WINN. 
SAID IN ORPHEUM SPEECH 


Hon. Courtland 8S. Winn made a4 
great address to a great audience at 
the Orpbeum last evening. A synopsis 
of his speech follows: 

‘? am not so vain as to take this 
magnificent audience as a tribute to 
myself. It means that the ‘Atlanta 
Spirit’ which has carried us through 
many crises is awake tonight—it 
means, I believe, that James G. Wood- 
ward will turn his political toes to the 
daisies on October 21. 

“Now, Mr. Wodward has gone on rec- 
ord as disliking a number of things 
about this race.

The League Directors Hold 
Meeting in Memphis

the Montgomery team of the Southern 
League retains its franchise, or wheth- 
er it will be transferred to some other 
city. President Kavanaugh has de- 
clared it forfeited by virtue of its fail- 
ure to pay the $1,250 fine assessed as 
the result of the Juul episode. 

The league Wirectors meet in Mem- 
pPhis today to decide this matter. Will 
they uphold President Kavanaugh or 
will they whitewash the Montgomery 
team? These questions present quite 
a batch of interest at the present writ- 
ing and until a decision is reached, 
fans, players and moguls alike, will 
be on uneasy street. 

From this angle, it hardly seems 
that the franchise will be revoked, 
but for the sake of the argument, let’s 
say that it will and see what will be 
the result. 

What town wil! take Montgomery's 
place? Little Rock and Shreveport are 
spoken of as the most likely candi-

| ANOTHER ACTIVE DAY 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


‘Promises of Fine Crop Yields 
ive Encouragement to the 
Operators on Exchange. 


New York, October 14.—Another ac- 
tive day was added to the speculative 
moment for the rise in stocks which 
emerged this week from the creeping 
upward movement in evidence for 
some time previously. Revival of spec- 
U.ative activity remained without more 
specific explanation than the growing 
encouragement fostered by the impos- 
ing promise of the crop yield. Loans 
on call made today carry over until 
Monday and the exemption from any 
severe strain today bui.t up confidence 
in the amplitude of resources. The 
Special requirements, in addition to the 
stock market activity, to be met in the 
payment of large sums tomorrow for 
dividends and interest made the tran- 
quillity of the money market the 
more noticeable and increased the be- 
lief that resources would be returned 
to the monéy market next week. The 
preliminary estimates of the week's 
currency movement indicated that, out- 
‘side of the drain on sub-treasury op- 
erations, the express shipments with 
the interior had yielded some balance 
of cash in favor of New York. It was 
computed that the sub-treasury with- 
drawais of $4,914,000 would be offset 
to the extent of over a million dollars 
by this means. The higher call loan 
this week is believed to have proved 
attractive to the trust companies and 
Other institutions outside the Clearing 
house and so relieved the demand on 
the banks for credits in connection 
with the stock market activity. The 
Sel.ing in the afternoon reaction ob- 
viously was induced by the attractive 
accrued, and there was no flurry in 
money. 

The dealings in United States Steel 
were on an enormous scale and recal!- 
ed the days of great market movements 
of the past. The growing congestion 
of the dealings in this one stock had 
the effect of begetting some suspicion 
of the general movement, on the score 
that a desire to distribute a great ac- 
cumulation of this stock in the hands 
of powerful private bankers lay at the 
back of the present market movement. 

The immediate news from the steel] 
trade showed ro explanation of the ap- 
parent heavy accumulation of this 
stock. There was heard the contention, 
however, that events of the last few 
days have shaped themselves in favor 
of the demand of the railroads for ad- 
vatices in freight rates. It was assert- 
ed that while the-full increases asked 
for by the companies was not likely 
to be granted, it was probable that a 
compromise settlement would be ar- 
rived at which would allow an effect- 
ual increase in charges for freight 
traffic. It is assumed that the assure 
ance of increased revenues to the rajl- 
roads will release large orders for ma- 
terial from that source, which have 
been held in abeyance while the rate 
question was being argued. 

Something was made of tha Plan an- 
nounced for the establishment of a 
Suarantee company to satisfy the de- 
mands of foreign bankers regarding 
cotton bills of lading. Amongst bank- 
ers, however, and amongst cotton deal- 
ers, the plan was treated with some 
reserve, leaving open a doubt whether 
a definite settlement of the disagree- 
Fmnt has been arrived at.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, October 14.—Last year 
there was a big advance in cotton due 
langely, as most people believe, first 
to a short crop and second to deter- 
mined manipulation by big bull in- 
terests. Priees have readily risen 
sharply, but elose observers say that 
speculators have had less to 


do with the advance this season than 
the heavy buying cotton interests on 
both sides of the water. For almost a 
year spinners at home and abroad 
bought as little cotton as, possible, and 
, goods. Now 
it is contended they hold very little 
of the raw material and no large sup- 
ply| of goods. Jobbers and retailers’ 
stock in this country are also saig to 
be down to an unusualiy low stage: 
In such circumstances the menace of 
a crop no larger as the bulls contend 
than, say 11,500,000 bales, has evident- 
ly frightened the spinners on both sides 
of the Atlantic, particularly as their 
trade had noticeably improved. 

Fall River has recently reported big 
sales of print cloths. Various makes 
of cotton goods have been advanced 
during the past wek. With . things 
looKing better for the spinner, he has 
beem a larger buyer of raw cotton at 
the South and also in Liverpool. 

Mpreover, he has been a gcod buver 
of futures here and elsewhere. Large 
spot cotton merchants have been per- 
sistent buyers for weeks past in this 
market. Spot prices at the south have 
been advancing and in the fore part of 
the week the spot sales at Liverpool] 
were large. Speculators, big and little, 
have from time to time sold out be- 
lieving that a reaction was due. Some 
of these sellers are known all over 
the country as leading bulls, but the 
continued advance has caught them 
napping and-left them behind as it has 
sO many other people. But spinners 
buying has been so persistent and 
heavy that it has acted as an automatic 
support and has in fact done more than 
anything .else to push the market up- 
ward. The speculator has had to fol- 
low the spinner. ; | 

Thus far there has been no Killing 
frost. A West Indian storm has seem- 
ed threatening. The south has sold 
to some extent on hedges and Liver- 
pool, Wall street and other operators 
have liquidated from time to time. But 
with reports that the crop is short, the 
certainty thac receipts, at least, are 
smaller than those of last year, and 
the obvious disposition of both 
American and European spinners to 
buy, the general trend of prices has 
been upward.
